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1 . The amendments filed 03 AUG 06 and 12 Jan 07 are objected to under 35 
U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the 
invention. In claim 12, the forward and following edges are cut off. 

In paragraph 0024 of the specification, the held edges "are considered as 
wastage and are rejected". There is no discussion of cutting them. Within the scope of 
the broad disclosure, they could be ground off by an abrasive grinding machine, so an 
argument that cutting is inherent is not persuasive. Paragraph 0006 discusses cutting 
off holding surfaces, but this is discussing the prior art, not the current invention. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention, as set forth above. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1 ,8 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Uehlinger etal.'OOL 

In figures 3a,16a and 16b, Uehlinger shows the process of cutting sheets with 
front and back wavy edges. 

Figure 6f shows the step of holding (clamp 1 1 8) the edges and conducting an 
additional machining step (dies cutting with tool 121). 

Uehlinger deforms the sheet. For example, see the deformed part in figure 6c. 
The scrap is considered to be "wave-shaped" to the same extent as disclosed by 
Applicant's original disclosure. The scrap is cut by a shred cutting guillotine (line 37, 
column 16) and removed by a scrap conveyor (line 42, column 16). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Uehlinger et al.'001 in view of Sakaguchi et al.'979. 

Uehlinger, as set forth above, shows a method with all of the recited steps except 
the wavy edge is not quite sinusoidal. However, from the same art of can lid making, 
Sakaguchi shows that it is well known for the wavy edges to be sinusoidal as seen in 
figure 3 (12b). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
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modified Uehlinger by making the wavy edge sinusoidal, as taught by Sakaguchi, in 
order to waste less material. 

7. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant has overcome some of the previous new matter rejections, but the 

rejection of claim 12 remains. 

Applicant has overcome the drawing objection. 

In general, Examiner notes that the original disclosure was focused on the step 
of cutting the wave-edged pieces, and that it has very little to say on the subsequent 
machining steps. It may be quite difficult for Applicant to claim the machining step in 
any way that would be distinguishing. 

Applicant argues that Uehlinger does not have the cutting and removing step, but 
these steps are clearly set forth on lines 37 and 42 of column 16. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
